The new channel for O K. creek betweeti 
Penn street and Broadway w ill be com pleted in 
a few weeks. It w ill prove of considera ble ad­ 
va nta ge in dra ining the creek. 
The cha nnel is 
being bla sted out of solid rock. It was begun 
years ago but was abandoned and not resum ed 
until this year. 
The owners i>f the a ddition 
betw een Penn and Broadway wore a nxious to 
change the cha nnel between those points. 
The 
turns north In tho center of the 
block between T w enty-fourth and Twenty-fifth 
streets and Penn 
and Broadway; continues 
north about 150 feet, runs w est about 
ni u ^ 
southi about 150 feet. T his curve 
be done av/ay Avlth by the new channel 
which 
la Btralght between the points named. 
It is about 100 feet In length by 10 or 12 wide. 
For the pa st three or four m onths a gang of men 
has been at work on the channel sinking It about 
6 feet below the original depth, which was 12 
feet. 
The workmen have been paid out of the 
$ 2,000 appropriated by the council for im prov­ 
ing tho creek and the work has been carried 
on under the supervision of City Engineer Don- 
nelb', who sa id to-d a y:

This enormous power 
they had used to bankrupt the Kansas Paclfio

controled and 
Tlioso m ethods were in doing just exa ctly as 
they wanted to, relying on the subserviency of 
the public officers and courts under the plea of 
vested rights. The Union Pa<dftc people had 
during this entire invesliga tion been crylui: out 
tha t they w'cre cramped by tho action of the 
courts, 
but 
they fiad not been so greatly 
cramped, for they iiad practically built up their 
branch lines since tho passage of the Thurman 
act. 
Tho w itness said tha t the company could have 
paid a portion of tho government clatin, but 
never proposed any settlem ent until compulsion

Colonel Ilelff sal« l. appeared to 
be very fortuna te, and tha t it possessed re­ 
sources tha t allowed it to do what it pleased 
anu still escape the adtninisira tors of law.

The fire spread to the pla ning m ill and saeh 
factory of J ohn T. Lobstein adjoining on the 
ea st and caused a damage of .$ 20,000 lo the ma- 
chiiiery and the structure of a three story frame 
buildlne which stood across the street from 
L obstein’s main plant. 
H. B. Bourett tv Co.’s pla ning mill, located on 
tho w est side of Loomis street was damaged to 
some extent by reason of sparks carried from 
the box factory fire. 
Tue insurance on the M axwell pla nt a mounts 
to between f^lO.OOO and iii50,000. 
Lobsteln's 
loss of .f20,000 is pa rtia lly covered by an in- 
suranoe of $ 8.000. 
For a tim e the firo was of 
such a threa tening character tha t its spread to 
many lumber yards and pla ning m ills in the 
vicinity seemed inevitai>]e and four alarms 
were given. By effective aud prompt work tho 
firemen confined tho blaze w ithin the lim its 
described.

Believing tha t tho practice of 
moving the national hcadi|uartcrs to the placo 
where the conim a nder-ln-chicf lived was ije- 
coming impracticable, owing to the accumula­ 
tion of the property of the order, lie recom­ 
mended tha t na tiona l hoadtinartor.s be located 
at some central point and that an a ssista nt a d­ 
juta nt general be put in charge. 
In the matter of pensions General Fairchild 
said it had beeu an aim of the order to havo 
congress grant relief to tho pressing needs of 
tho comrades.

I talked th e oth er nigh t with Judgo Belford 
about Senator Conkling and h is experiences at 
th e time of th e trouble between th e stalwart and 
h alfbreed elements of th o liepnblican party , 
say s Frank G. Carpenter, th e Wash ington cor­

a recfy at Denver letter. 
Belford 
was at th at timo ouo of th e loading public men 
at ^ aah ingtou. 
His eloquence on th e floor of 
congress h as made h h n a reputation as one of 
th e brigh test, if not th e brigh test, of th e West­ 
ern members of th e lower h ouse, and h o was 
close in th o councils of th e BepabJicau leaders. 
Judge Belford called upon Garüold at Mentor 
sh ortly after h is election, and urgod upon h im 
th e appointinent of Governor lloutt as postmas- 
ter-geiîerftl, and presented th e claims of th e 
western states in miff beh alf.

The present is the time when housekeepers do 
light to clean house for the winter. 
Pictures 
and curtains must be removed aud cleaned, and 
although carpets are not usually taken up they 
must be thoroughly swept and the wood work 
well cleaned. 
All this may be accomplished by 
a clever woman without disturbing the mascu- 
lin£-C<5fñTor£ and to do this one room or two 
"connectingrooms are cleaned ata time, a day 
being needed for the work. 
The afternoon pre­ 
vious all the pictures should 4)e taken down, 
carefully dusted and put iuto a clean closet or 
another room; all ornaments Bhould also be re­ 
moved, mad the curtains taken down and laund­ 
ered if needed, or well shaken and folded away. 
Nothing else in the room should be disturbed. 
The next morning bright and earlv, after the
